Charley was badly crippled, his low- 


er limbs having been paralysed iince 
early childhood, and he took great de- 
light in pushing1 himself about on a 
sleigh, he being barted from all of the 
games that children indulge in on ac- 
count of having to walk with the aid 
of crutches. It was while engaged in 
this passtime that he went thru the ice 
and was drowned. 


Charley was, eighteen years of age 


and reccutlvgraduated from the Grand 
Rapids Business College, and had gone 
to Necoclah a short time ago to take a 
position as bookkeeper. 
He was a 


bright and unassuming; young man 
and well liked by all his acquaintances 
and his tragic death was a severe blow 
to Ins parents in this city, who luye 
the sympathy of the community in 
their affliction. 


The remains were recovered from 


the water on Sunday, and arrived in 
this city the day Following, the funeral 
being held this morning from SS. 
Petet & Paul Catholic church.

them.

(•old, and the rifiiit hand rcsled upou a 
Liny chicle, fastened to the side of the 
chariot. Portions of the wheels which 
kept track of the HlBht of time were 
hidden In the body of » tiuy bird, 
which had 
hcemiiutly just allshteil 


upon the womau's finder. 


There wits a citnopy above, so ar- 


ranged us to conceal a stiver bell. The 
bell was lilted with n little hammer, 
also of sliver, winch, although It did 
not appear to have any connection 
with the clock, struck the hours regu- 
larly and could be made to repeat by 
touching a diamond on the woman's 
bodice. 


In the clmriot, at the woman's feet, 


there was a golden figure of a dog, 
and above were two birds, apparently 
flying lie fore the chariot. This beauti- 
ful ornament was made utmost entire- 
ly of gold nnd was elaborately adorned 
with precious stones.—St. Loulu Globe- 
Democrat.

but cards us now used were Invented 
by Jacques Grirgonneur, a painter, in 
Paris, Iu thu fourteenth century. They 
were supposed to have been first, made 
tor the amusement o( Charles VI. of 
France,

French had particular names tor lha 
12 court cards. 
Tbe lour kings were 


David, Alexander, Caesar and Chiu'lcai 
the four queens, Arglne, Esther, Ju- 
dith and Pallas; the Tour knaves or 
knights, Osier the Dane, Lancelot, Ul 
Hire mid Hector de Garland, 


Cards seem originally to have baen 


brought to England from Spain, prob- 
illy having been intioduced Into Hint 
country by the Moors. The clubs, in 
Spanish, were not trefoils, as with us, 
Nil cudgels, I. e., "hastos," and tho 
spades or swords, "espadas." Cards at 
first were stamped from wood blocks 
In outline and filled in by hand, but 
nfter tbe Invention of engraving the 
best artists engraved them on copper 
and struck them off Ht onoe. "Colum- 
bines" were spades, "rabbits," clubs; 
"pinks," 
hearts.

COCOANUT 


Delusion That Fluid Has Anything In 


Common With Real Milk 


Dissipated. 


Probably everybody has wondered 


at times what kind ot stuff the "milk" 
of the cocoanut is. One inducement 
generally hold out by the dealer to 
the prospective purchaser is that tho 
nuts 
are "all milky." 
Recent 


analysis, however, have 
dissipated 


the delusion that the fluid hns any- 
thing in common with real milk. 
It 


contains only four per cent. oC solids, 
consisting chiefly of sugars 2.8 per 
cent,, the balance being made up of 
mineral matter and larlnrlc iiold. 


More than half of the sugar prea- 


ont Is nmnnitol, the sweet principle 
of manna which is sometimes found 
also In wine as a product of normal 
grape sugar. The question has been 
discusbed as to whether it would be 
profitable to extract the cocoanut wa- 
ter for the Bake of its cano sugar, 
but as this amounts lo only one-leutli 
per cent, the process would not be 
commercially successful, in spite of 
the water being a waste 
product. 


Even if the water contained five per 
cent, of sugar, as some specimens 
appear to have shown, tlie recovery 
of this amount would be unprofitable. 
The juice of the sugar cane yields 
nearly 20 per cent, of sugar.

YRIAD are the myths ana 


legends that cluster around 
the Christmas tree. Its origin 
takes us far back into pre- 
historic times when our skin- 
clad savage ancestors were 
tree worshippers and believ- 
ed that a god or goddess 
dwelt In tho evergreen. Long 
prior to thu Christian era, the 
fir tree was used In Rome in 
the December holiday festivi- 
ties of the Saturnalia and Its 
branches were decked with 
little yellow jeweled Images 
of pagan divinities, especially 


in me vuiexiae celebrations of IIhe D™lds of 


ancient Britain, the evergreen had a dlstinc he 
place with ivy. holly and mistletoe. The Druids 
believed that the evergreens sheltered the good 
spirits of the air who Bed to them at the approach 
of cold weather. 


There Is a Scandinavian myth that tells of the 


tree that sprang from the blood-soaked ground 
where two lovers met a violent death, and o 
mysterious lights that hovered about the tree at 
Christmas time. At the period of the winter sol- 
stice 
the ancient Egyptians decorated 
their 


houses with palm leaves which symbolized Im- 
mortality and the starry sky. 
At this period of 


the year the ancient Persians decorated the plane 
tree with ornaments anil jewels. 


An old German tradition 
gives Saint Wilfred 


the credit of transforming the tree worship of tho 
savas-o Teutons to a Christian ceremony. It was 
about the year 725 that he led » party of priests 
Into central Germany for the conversion of the 
worshipers of god Thor. 
Prince Gregor, the- 


grandson of a king, was with him. bavins been 
intrusted to his care by the abbess of the cloister 
Phalzel. 
On Christmas eve they were fighting 


their way through the snow of the forest when: 
they came upon the heathen tribe of Geismnr. 
They were assembled under the thunder oak. 
symbolic of the power of Thor, and were pre- 
pared to offer up sacrifice. 
The whlte-hnired 


priest of the heathens had chosen the young son 
of the chief as the fairest possession of the tribe, 
and he was to be offered, for the god wa» very 
hungry and needed the utmost atonement. 


As the venerable priest raised his stone hatchet 


on high nnd 
brought It down to kill the boy. 


who was ready, prepared for the stroke. WInfred 
appeared and warded off the blow with his staff. 
The people were-gratified at his saving of their 
favorite and allowed him speech and he gave 
them the Christian creed. 
Then he and the 


Prince Oregor took their axes and cut down the 
Thunder Oak. As It was ready to fall the light- 
ning came and split It In many parts and It fell 
asunder. 
The waiting tribe then beheld in Its 


place a sjender fir tree,' green and sparkling and 
odorous. 
-vVinfred bade the tribesmen bear this 


tree to the hall of Grundhar, the chieftain, to 
there assemble shout it and moke merry. 
About 


this first Christmas tree the wild men of the 
woods first heard the tale of the shepherd boy 
and the fields of Jiidah and it gripped their sturdy 
hearts. 
The tribes became Christian and ever 


after used the fir tree as a token of the day of 
Christ's birth

usage cannot be traced back farther than tho six- 
teenth century- It then existed only in the Rhine 
valley, to which narrow limits It was restricted 
for more than 200 years. At the opening of the 
nineteenth century It spread to the rest of Ger- 
many, ant! fifty years later had reached Bohemia, 
Hungary, Paris and England. German Immigrant! 
had already brought the custom to our own coun- 
try and here It has become so popular that the 
supply of trees In the city markets Is never equal 
to the domand. 


Linking the present with the dim past of un- 


numbered centuries, there will this Christmas be 
displayed in American homes 5,000.000 evergreen 
trees. There are about 20,000.000 families in the. 
United States, and one in four of these will make 
the Christmas tree a part of the celebration- that 
Is at hand. This does not mean that only these 
will participate In the festivities of the season, 
for there is still the stocking method of dispens- 
ing gifts. 
But in this great number of homes it 


has become the custom to use the trees in ac- 
cordance with the old-fashioned custom of stur'ly. 
rural Germany. 


New York, the metropolis of the nation, uses 


far more Christmas trees than.any other city In 
the world. Yet the city Is so admirably located 
from the standpoint of available forests that the 
supply is always abundant and prices low. A 
quarter of a million Christmas trees are each year 
brought to New York, and all of them are sold 
during tha week before Christmas. 
Over on 


Riverside Drive, where are the hom.es of the 
wealthy, expensive trees are sold. 
These are 


elaborately prepared, often being specially grown 
for the purpose and bring prices as high as $50. 
Yet the East Side gets Its due proportion, and so 
abundant is tin supply that good shrubs may be 
had for 25 cents and 50 cents. The little trees 
grow quickly and the farmers are often glad to 
have them cleared off their Innd. As a result the 
people who count the pennies closely find- the 
Christmas greens within their reach. 


Father Knickerbocker lives right in tho midst 


of the most productive Christmas tree section. 
The state of New 'York yields them abundantly 
Straight down from the Adirondacks they come 
In tralnload lots. 
Northern Pennsylvania also 


produces them without stint, and so are all the 
nearby cities guaranteed an abundance. 
All 


through New England there is a general use of 
the Christmas tree. 


For a month past there have been hundreds of 


men preparing the Christmas tree harvest for 
the youngsters who dwell in the towns and cities. 
In the smaller communities, provided the region 
produces the right sort of trees, the farmer him- 
self cuts them down and brings them to market. 
He sells these trees to market men, to grocers, 
to florists and decorators. 
They are bought from 


him by the wagonload and .cost little. Then they 
are properly prepared and set upon the sidewalk. 


But preparation for the larger markets are dif- 


ferent. 
In the hills around the greater cities 


making ready for Christmas is begun two months 
before the arrival of the day to be celebrated. 
In Maine, for instance, the men go out in gangs 
of four. 
They know their business, for they have 


gathered this self-same harvest for a generation. 
They have bought the trees as they stand in tho 
field", paving the farmer five cents each for them. 
The butt of the Irce is sawed off smoothly and 
painted over in order that the sap may be re- 


tained.' The limbs are bound down tight so a 
to save room In shipping. Then they are boun 
'together in bunches ot five, this being convenien 
for both shipment and sale. They go to 
mam 


in open cars that they may be kept cool and po 
slbly damp. Otherwise their tips might wilt an 
their attractiveness thus be lessened. They are 
sold direct from the cars to retailors and these 
make a point of keeping them always In the open 


1 Throughout the southern states the supply of 
Christmas trees comes from the southern pine 
that overruns the region. Ordinarily tho markets 
are supplied by the wagons of the farmers, bn 
in the bigger cities they come In carload and 
tralulcad lots. The nr is abundant in Colorado 
but it grows in high, inaccessible places, and 
therefore the Douglas spruce and the lodgepolo 
pine largely take its place. This is large y true 
of all the Rocky Mountain states. In California 
and tho other Pacific Coast states the Incense 
cedar and the young coast redwoods are quite 
generally used as Christmas trees, The swamps 
OL- Michigan Wisconsin and Minnesota furnish 
the markets of Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 


\Vhen the time la ready for the Indoor use of 


the tree It is dug up and pared down to a. graceful 
piece of earth as a base. 
Then a piece of can- 


vas or any other sort of stout cloth Is bound 
about the base to prevent crumbling of the earth 
The whole of this IB then fitted into a box or tub 
and is ready to serve Its purpose In the house. 
It Is more solld'and effective Indoors than the or- 
dinary tree and never wilts or droopa. It Is in 
reality a living tree. 


When the festivities are over the tree Is taken 


to the point where it Is to bo planted. A holu is 
dug to fit Its base. This may bo successfully ac' 
compllshed even where the ground is froxen. The 
tree is lifted, from Its tub, the cloth is taken from 
around its base and it is fitted again Into thi! 
earth from which It came. The protected roots 
again take hold and the treo goes on growing 
without even a knowledge of its holiday exps* 
rience. It is tn no way Injured. 


Nurserymen specially prepare trees for Jus 


this purpose. Individuals may do the same thlnj 
with no more explanation than that given above, 
Trees from tho native woods around any village 
may have their roots pruned In advance or they 
may be dug up with no preparation whatever. 
There Is a better chance of their nourishing when 
they have been prepared for tho transplanting. 
But any evergreen dug up with a bit of earth 
about Its roots should grow, ' 


There Is also a manner of permanently marking 


trees without Injuring them or interfering with 
their growth. 
A tag fastened to a piece of wiro 


will remain attached to a tree tor a century- 
This tag may be of metnljmd on It may be stamp- 
ed tha date f.nd whatever'legend Is desired. 
The 


home of a growing family may thus be left with 
a., permanent monument of all the Chrlstmases 
that have passed over the heads of the children 
that have dwelt within it. When these return 
to the ancestral hearth in their old age they ca.ii 
recall the planting of the trees and the events 
.that hover about the occasion In question. Inci- 
dentally, the landscape will have been beauti- 
fied, and aside from the sentimental phase of It 
much valuable timber produced. 


The Christmas tree Industry of the 
United 


States has assumed great proportions and Uncle 
Sam is making plans to place the Industry upon 
a permanently profitable basis through reforest 
ing large areas. 
Incidentally the new Industn 


has furnished an opportunity for hundreds o 
boys and girls to earn their Christmas money ii 
a new way by harvesting the cones of evergreen 
trees. 


Of the nation's forest land, 60,000,000 acres 


are today covered with mature timber, whll 
40,000,doO acres are well seeded 
with 
youn 


growth. 
This leaves 100,000,000 acres that ar 


either non-productive or only partly productive 
Tt Is for this 100.000,000 acres that seed are t 
be gathered, and It Is upon this vast expans 
that they are to be planted until the whole i 
developed Into Its greatest possible yielding cape 
city, malting It one of the finest forests that th 
world has ever

German Immigrant* 
had already brought the custom to our own coun- 
try and here It has become so popular that the 
supply of trees In the city markets Is never equal 
to the demand. 


Linking the present with the dim pasc of un- 


numbered centuries, there will thla Christmas be 
displayed in American homes 5.000,000- evergreen 
trees. There are about 20,000,000 families In the. 
United States, and one in four of these will make 
the Christmas tree a part of the celebration1 that 
Is at band. This does not mean that only these 
will participate In the festivities of the season, 
for there la still the stocking method of dispens- 
ing glfLs. 
But In this great number of homes It 


has become the custom to use the trees in ac- 
cordance with the old-fashioned custom of sturdy, 
rural Germany. 


New York, the metropolis of the nation, uses 


far more Christmas trcea than..any other city In 
the -world. 
Vet the city Is so admirably located 


from the standpoint of available forests that the 
supply Is always abundant and prices low.

through New England there Is a general use of 
the Christmas tree. 


For a month past there hare been hundreds of 


men preparing the Christmas tree harvest for 
the youngsters who d-well In the. towns and cities. 
In the smaller communities, provided the region 
produces tha right sort of trees, the farmer hlm: 
self cuts them down an3 brings them to market 
He sells these treeB to market men. to grocers, 
to florists and decorators. They are bought from 
him by the "wagonload and^.coat little. Then they 
are properly prepared and set upon the sldewallc. 


But preparation for the larger markets are dif- 


ferent 
In the hills around the greater cities 


making ready for Chrictmas Is begun two months 
before the arrlTal, of the day to be celebrated. 
In Maine, for Instance, the men go out In gangs 
of four. 
They know their business, for they h'ave 


gathered f.hfs self-same harvest for a generation.. 
They have bought.the trees s.s they stand In the 
fleld, paving the farmer five cents each for. them. 
The butt of the tree Is sawed, off smoothly and 
painted over in order .that the sap may be re- 


reality a living tree. 


When the festivities are over the tree la taken 


to the point where R la to bo planted. 
A hole la 


dug to Dt Its base. This may be successfully" nc1 
compllshed even where the ground la frosien. The 
tree is lifted-from Its tub, the cloth Is taken from 
around Its base and it is fitted again Into thJ 
earth from which It came. 
Tho protected roots 


again take hold and the tres goes on growing- 
•without even a knowledge of Its holiday exp*1 
rlence. It la In no way Injured. 


Nurserymen specially prepare trees for Just 


this purpose. 
Individuals may do the same thlno 


•with no more explanation than that given above. 
Trees from tho native -woods around any village 
may have their roots pruned In advance or they 
may be dug up with no preparation whatever. 
There Is a better chance of their nourishing when 
they have been prepared for tho trancplantlng. 
But any evergreen dug up with a bit of earth 
about Its roots should grow. ' 


There Is also a manner of permanently marking 


trees without Injuring them or Interfering with 
their growth. 
A tag fastened to a piece of wiro 


will remain attached to a tree for a century. 
This tag may be of metal^and on It may be stamp- 
ed the date c.nd whatever legend Is dssirert.

How to Prevent Silk From Breaking 
If aunoyed by breaking silk when 


sewing, particularly in 
overcasting 


where there is a hard pull on the 
thread, try drawing the augers along 
the silk from tbe point where broken 
off to the end. Sometimes waxing 
gives further-strength. 


Never forget to thread a needle from 


the opposite end of the thread from 
where it is broken off. 


A needle can be more quickly thread- 


ed if the eye is held over a white sur- 
face, and the needle itself Is steadied 
by pressing the thumbs back to back 
while the thread is being pushed 
through. 


Be careful in your choice of needles. 


Cheap ones never pay. They rust and 
break quickly, and the least Inequality 
of the eye breaks the thread. An en- 
velope of thin oiled silk should be 
used for extra packs of needles, other- 
wise they will be rusty when needed. 
Snch an envelope should be included 
In the fitting of every workbag.
